ANARCHIST DEVELOPMENTS. 

Iniiiortant Seizures of Manuscripts, Lcallets 
and Letters In Lueca— "'A Kcljju of 
Terror " Advocated. 

Rome, March 19 — Tho polico in Lucca 
searched tho lodgings of many anarchists in 
and urouud Lucca to-day. They soiled a 
great quantity of matiusei ipts, leaflets and 
lettera that had passed between anarchist 
conspirators. Ono letter was Bigued by the 
notorious conspirator and fugitive Mala- 
teata, who discussed in it tho expadlenoy of 
a general outbreak of the Roman anarchists 
on tho anniversary of tho Paris commune, 
Ho advised that tho comrades in Romo arm 
themselves and make every effort to estab- 
lish a Reign of Terror in the capital. Other 
equally incriminating letters wero found. 
Two of them were from conspieuoua Socialist 
loaderB, who had taken counsel with tho 
anarchists. 

A CASE OF MISTAKEN IDENTITY. 

To the Editor :— In your Sunday edi- 
tion, in an editorial, you Bay that Dr. Milne 
got mo dismissed from the High school. 
Now, as this ia a Blunder upon Dr. Milne 
and myBelt, I aak you to publish tho follow- 
ing facts : 

In an editorial of tho Colonist of March 
5, 1830, tho following appbura : "Tho fact is 
aB tho Minister (tho lato Hon. John Robson) 
said, in his blunt way, the agitation against 
daily marking haa been worked up by n 
crank (J. N. Muir) who was ignominiously, 
hut deservodly, kicked out of cur schools." 

The late Hon. John Robson was Bworn 
and gavo tho following evidonco in 1890 : 
" Did you not Bend for J. N. Muir to como 
to your office after ho had sent in his resig- 
nation p.a principal of tho high sohool in 
1887?" "Yes." "Did you not request and 
urgo him to withdraw his resignation ?" 
"Yea." 

Dr. Popo at tho sumo time, on oath, gave 
ovidenco that ho too had asked mo to with- 
draw my resignation. On Ootobor 1, 1887, 
tho following appeared in the Times : " Wo 
are requested by Mr. Muir to stato that tho 
Board of School TruBtees havo no choice in 
the matter of accepting hia resignation. 
They must accept it, as ho has given them 
tho requisite notice. " 

You will thus aeo that your statement 
about Dr. Milno effecting my dismissal, or 
that I was dismissed, is absolutely falso. I 
hopo you will havo tho honor and justice to 
sot this matter right, or othorwisu it mUBt 
iDjuro your ouuao. J. N, Mem, 



DENVER AND CRIPPLE CREEK. 



Governor Waito Submits the Issues 
of the Controversy to 
the Courts. 



Troops Sent to tho Cripple Creek 
\ Mines, Which Aro Now 
Under Guard, 



Denver, Col., Maroh 19.— Tho oontest 
over firo and polico oommissionora ia now in 
the courts, without bloodshed. Governor 
Waito on Saturday signed a statement re- 
viewing tho history of the contest, and 
askod the Supremo court to deoido the ques- 
tion. The document aroused the ire of the 
attorneys for Martin & Oct, who declared 
that parta of the atatemonb are laoking in 
voracity. The queation regarding tho al- 
leged oontempt of court they dcolaro to bo 
tho moat important one, but on this tho 
atatemont of the Governor is silent, and tho 
Supromo court will make a reply 
not later than Tuesday. Governor YYaite 
issued early ardera to dispatch tho 
militia to tho riotoua oamps of minors, 
information from Cripple Crook by tele- 
graph having indicated that matters aro 
very aorious there. Tho miners aro well 
armed and can muster fully five hundred 
men to engago in a oontost with tho militia- 
men. They are an intelligent butdotorminod 
olase, and could wage effective warfare. An 
effort will bo mado to make a peaceful set- 
tlement, but if tho militia attempt to march 
ovor to Bull Mountain to protect tho mines, 
thero will certainly bo a fight. The trouble 
is the effort of tho miners to establish an 
eight hour day, while tho mine managers 
demand nino hours. Tho mines wero first 
closed down to effect the settlement and 
last week thoy were opouod under tho pro- 
tection of tho Sheriff under a court order. 

Thia morning after a conference by tele- 
phone with tho adjutant general, who wua 
in ahargo of tbo militia at Cripple Creek, 
Governor Waito isaued an order dismissing 
all tho militia thero to their homos, as their 
aervioca wero not needed. Tho hearing of 
the contempt of oourt caso brought by tho 
new police and fire commissioners ugainat 
tho old board and Mayor Van Home, on 
Saturday, was adjourned this morning till 
to-morrow. 

Adjutant General Larsney reported that 
tho miners wero ready to arbitrate and 
would not go out in battle array in any 
event. Asked if ordering tho troops back 
to thoir respective armories meant that the 
militia would diaband, Governor Waito 
amiled and said : " Wo will wait and see." 
The impreaaion is that ho will await the de- 
cision of tho Supremo court beforo distend- 
ing his soldiorB. 

Cripple Creek, Maroh 19. — Everything 
ia quiet this morning. Tho troops are in 
camp and tho commanding officer says ho 
does not expoot to movo them to-day. 

General Brooks left for Altaman at 3 45 
to personally visit tho disjffeotod districts. 
Tho feeling at Altaman ia decidedly antag- 
onistic and all tho mincB aro under guard, 
and it is Baid that tho Victor mino will 
never be allowed to start up without 
trouble There is a general feeling in 
Cripplo Creek that the trouble is not yot 
ended. Special committees aro on route to 
Denver to protest to Governor Waito 
against tho removal of the troopa. The 
report that he had ordered their romoval 
caused great indignation. 



CABLE NEWS. 



Criminal Libel in Germany. 
Berlin, Maroh 19.— The trial of tho 
aotions against Plack, Sohwenagcn and 
Ewdld, brought by Chanaellor von Caprivi 
and Finance Minister Dr."5Iiquel for crimi- 
nal libel, ended in the conviction of tho 
priaonors. Plack was condemned to twenty- 
ono months' imprisonment, Schwenagon to 
ono year and Ewald to three months. Pluck 
was charged with iBeuing a pamphlot slan- 
dering Dr. Miquel, and Schwenagon with 
writing articles vilifying Chancellor von 
Caprivi and other members of tho Ministry. 
Tho offonoo of Ewald, who ia a bookseller, 
was in selling tho objectionable publioa- 
tiona. 

More Itonib Hunlncsa. 

Rome, March 19. — During a performance 
at the theatre at Lucca last evening a gen- 
tleman found in tho door ot his box a bomb 
with a lightod fuao attached, Ho quenched 
the fuso and turned tho bomb over to tho 
polico. Investigation proved it to bo a 
doath-doaling implement. 

Foreign Nnrnl Enlargement. 

London, March 19.— In tho House of 
Commons to-day, replying to a quc8tion,tho 
Secretary to the Admiralty stated that in 
1893 Franco launched battloahipa of an ag- 
gregate tonnage of 29,950 ; Russia $2,490 
and tho United States 30,000. 

Itrnzlllnn Insurrection Not Over. 

London, Maroh 19. — A Rio dispatch says 
it is beliovcd da Gama and about 3evonty of 
his officers, who loft tho bay yesterday on 
Portuguese war vesaola, will bo put aahoro at 
Montevideo, and from thoro thoy will join 
the insurgents in Southern Brazil. 

Paper Prohibited. 

Berlin, Maroh 19. — Tho circulation of 
the socialistic organ, Dor Sozialist, which 
waa to havo beon printed on rod paper, will 
not bo permitted. 

Ulflri Altnck n HpanUli Transport. 

Meli.ila, March 19.— A party cf Riffa on 
tho coast throo miles from thia town firod, 
to-day, on a transport which waa convoying 
Spanish troopa back to Maluga. They 
wounded ono man. Tho Governor of 
Mellila ia inquiring into tho affair. No 
complications aro expected to result from 
the shooting,

Montreal, Maroh 19. — (Special)— P. G, 
Martin, at one timo president of Lo Club 
Nationole, publishes an opon letter in reply 
to ex Lieut.-Governor Royal's brochuro on 
Independence, in whioh he strongly opposes 
both Independence nnd Annexation, as 
being dangerous for the Fronch-Canadian 
nationality. % 

Lo Semaino Roligieuse has completed a 
table whioh shows the total Roman Catholic 
population of tho Dominion to be 2,058,000. 

The Montreal street railway company 
to-day decided to increaso their capital by 
§2,000,000, bringing tho total capital up to 
§4,000,000; and the directors wero empow- 
ered to issue new bonda to tho extent of the 
increase, at such timeB and in auch ainounta 
aa they might aoe fit. A meeting of tho 
mooting ([of tho direotora will bo held on 
Thursday next, when the course of notion 
will bo deoided upon. 

It was rumored to day that Labreque, 
ledger koeper of La B*nquo Nationule, bad 
suddenly left and had embezzled a large 
aum'.

Dole Disavows Any Unfriendliness Towards 
the United States. 

Washington, Maroh 19.— Furthor cor- 
respondence botween Willis and Dole waB 
submitted to Congresa to-day. It is mostly 
explanatory. Dole acknowledges receipt of 
a letter dated January 18 from Willis, and 
says that in it Willis shows a desiro that no 
interpretation bo placed upon tho events re- 
ferred to inconsistent with a friondly atti- 
tude on tho part of himself and the United 
States towards Hawaii. On February 12 
Dolo addroaecd a letter to Willis in which 
ho Bays, among other things, that ho is much 
pleased with Willis' explanation as to why 
the American naval force waB deprived of 
thoir liberty and prohibited from wearing 
uniforms on shoro after tho arrival of the 
Corwin. Dole saya furthor that it has not 
been hia desire to charge tho United Stutee 
with inteneiing to use force, but rather to 
ahow that tho withholding of information of 
the point had produced an unfortunato Btate 
of affairs, to which Willis' attention was 
called at tho timo. Dolo oloaed by die- 
avowing on tho part of hia Government any 
unfriendlincBa toward tho United States.

Bis Demands for New Imposts. 

Rome, March 19. — Baron Sienna, minis- 
of finance, has refused to modify his pro- 
poBola for new taxes to tho amount of a 
hundred million lit o. Thero is euoh a 
strong eontiment among tho deputiea in 
favor of decreasing tho amount in question, 
that it will bo difficult to effect an under- 
standing between the chamber und the 
cabinet.

A QUESTION"oF PliUNES. 

To the Editor : — In your issuo of March 
2 we read in tho report of the Cowichan and 
Salt Spring Agricultural Society, at Dun- 
can, February 2G, an addross mado by Mr. 
E. Hutchorson. Ab ho touched on a subject, 
in part of his address, of personal interest to 
us, wo ask space in your valuable journal to 
reply to him, and thereby remove tho wrong 
improssions that would-bo authority on 
fruits may have croatod. Mr. HutchorBon 
is quoted as making this assertion, viz : 
"l'ho Tonnant pruno is a poor cropper and 
vory uncertain bearer." Wo aro at a loes to 
know on what authority, if uny, is based tho 
above statement, for any one who has ever 
been in tho seotion of tho country where tho 
original Tennont treo grow, and becamo 
acquainted with its bearing qualities, will 
testify to this statement : The Teunanb treo 
has borne a full crop of fruit each successive 
year for twonty-ono years, bearing from 400 
to 1,000 pounds, and oven last uoason, when 
fruit was a general failure in that district, 
tho Tennant tree had a fair crop. Now, 
these are faote, and wo are proparcd to pro- 
duoo tho proofs. 

Notwithstanding that Mr. HutchorBon's 
assertions aro intentionally damaging to ub, 
ond apparently for a Bolfish motivo (ho being 
a nurseryman and not having tho Tepnant 
trees for sale) wo aro somowhat gratified by 
his admittance of such a fruit an tho Ton- 
nant pruno, for only two years ago, whon wo 
first introduced tho fruit, ho and hiB agents 
endeavored to combine to make our custom- 
ers believe there was no such fruit, and con- 
tinued to do so until we placod tho fruit on 
exhibition at your society fairs during tho 
fall of 1892. Wcro it not for Mr. Hutchor- 



Bon's evident selfish motive we would attri- 
bute his idea of the Tennant prune to his 
ignoranoe of fruits, for in the same paper ho 
recommends the Bulgarian prune to plant- 
ers, a fruit any pomologist will tell you is 
not considered among the prunes of com- 
morce. We have treBpassed, Mr. Editor, 
upon considerable spaco in your paper, but 
truBt you will bear with us. We aro

COST OF CITY LIGHTING-TWO MIL- 
. LION DOLLARS FOB, FIFTY 
YEARS. 

To the Editor :— Starting with a borrow- 
ed capital of $55,000 wo uee it as follows, 
viz : Polos, wiro and lamps, $15,000; en- 
gines, boilers ond dynamo, §30,000; real 
estate, §10,000, and our borrowed capital is 
invested- At the end of ton years we find 
that our polos, wiro and lamps requiro to bo 
ronowod. Wo do so, cost anothor S15.000; 
at the end of twenty years we find wo must 
renew again at a cost of $15,000 more. Wo 
find we must pay S7.500 interest on our first 
renewal; at tho end of thirty years we must 
ronew again; another $15,000 for renewal 
with intorest on our first renewal for twenty 
years and on our second renowal for ten 
years; until, at tho ond of forty years, wo 
find that wo haveronowed our polo lino and 
have paid for suoh renewals (with interest at 
5 per cent, per annum, compounded) tho 
sum of $125,000. 

Let us go back and look at our maohincry 
— wo fiud that at tho end of twenty years 
our machinery is worn out and must be ro- 
nowed at a coat of $30,000 ; at tho ond of 
forty years it is again worn out and must bo 
renewed at a cost of $30,000 ; and wo must 
charge thirty years' interest on first ro- 
nowal and ton yoarB' interost on second ro- 
nowal ; and at the end of fifty years wo find 
wo have paid for renewals of machinery and 
interest on such ronewuls (at 5 per 
cat. per annum compounded) a sum 
of $105,000; making o total sum 
expended of $55,000, $125,000, $105,000 - 
$285,000, and we havo been paying $2,750 
interest per annum on our borrowed capital 
which interest being compounded at tho 
rato of 5 per cent, per annum, amounts to 
something over $500,000 ; t horoforo at tho 
end of fifty years wo find that we havo 
Bpent $785,000 for machinery and borrowed 
capital ; and havo as assets a worn out polo 
lino that must bo again renewed ; our lampB 
aro useless, our renewed machinery is ten 
years old and half worn out ; it is true wo 
have a littlo real estate ; but if wo go to tho 
water front and build a wharf wo will havo 
to renew ib soveral times during the fifty 
years. 

Let us see what it will oost to operate our 
plant for fifty years : Wages, as published 
in tho Colonist, at $4,372 50 per year, 
With another hundred lamps wo must havo 
two more lamp trimmers, §1,030 per year ; 
and as wo have 200 lamps to keep in repair 
we will find it necessary to have a first-class 
lamp repairer, for whose services we will 
have to pay at least $1,200 per year ; our 
yearly bill for oil, waste and repairs to plant 
will amount to §1,200 more ; and as wo 
have a largo amount of line to keep 
up the services of linemen will cost 
ub, say, §l,S0O per year; our fuel will coat 
us some $5,500 and incidentals Bay about 
$1,000, a total for operating of $16,152 50;— 
or suppose we run exceedingly close at $16,- 
000, per annum. We find that at tho 
end of the second year we havo paid $32,000 
for operating and are out ono year's interest 
on $10,000, ond if wo follow out our 5 per 
cent, interest, compounded, and treat tho 
$16,000 as a j early principal for fifty years, 
wo discover that we have paid the sum of 
$1,720,100 for oporating our machinery, and 
by adding this to tho amount wo have paid 
for poles, wire, lampB, machinery, eto , wo 
find that during fitly years wo 
have paid for lighting our streets 
with two hundred lamps tho enor 
mous sum of two million five thousand 
and one hundred dollars. 

Iu conclusion, I will state that I have tho 
assurance from tho Tramway company that 
before another year they will have the whole 
of their plant looatod at Goldstrcam, where 
thoy will utilize that enormous water-power 
in furnishing the oitizeua of Viotoria with 
power, heat and light at such a low cost per 
horse-power per annum that they aro confi 
dent that the steam engines and boilers will 
be thrown into the scrap heap, and tho 
olectric ' motors will take their pluco 
driving tho numerous factories in this oity, 
and our buildings heated and our cooking 
dono by tho aid of the electric current.

Fourth Session of tho Sixth Parliament. 

THIRTY- NINTH DAY. 

Monday, Muroh 19, 189*. 

Tho Spoakor took tho ohair at 11 o'clock. 

Mr. Martin moved for returna contain- 
ing tho roport of Measr«. Keofer & Smith, 
C.E.'s, regardiog tho proposed bridgo at 
Kamloopa ; and tho reports of tho govern- 
ment inspector of coal measures in the 
Nicola country. 

Motions agreed to. 

LEGISLATIVE LIBRARY BILL. 

On consideration of tho report from com- 
mittee on tho bill respecting the legislative 
library and bureau of st&tiatics, Hon. Mr. 
Baaven moved to strike out tho olause mak- 
ing it obligatory on municipalities and 
eohool boards and all public institutions to 
send in returna whon requested. 

Motion lost on division. 

PLACER MINING ACT. 

Hon. Col. Baker moved the adoption of 
the report from committee on the bill to 
amend the placer mining act, 1891. 

Motion agreed to. 

CARIBOO RAILWAY. 

Dr Watt moved the third readiog of tho 
Cariboo railway bill. 
B.ll read a third time and passed. 

BRUNETTE SAWMILL. 

Mr Borne moved the third reading of 
the bill respecting the Brunette sawmill 
company. 

Bill read a third time t.nd passed. 

CUILLIWAOK DRAINAGE. 

Mr Kitchen moved the adoption of tho 
report from committee of tho whole on tho 
Chilliwock drainage bill. 

Motion agreed to. 

HALL MINES BILL. 

The house again went into committee on 
the Hall mines bill, Mr. Rogers in the chair. 

Mr. Sword raised the point that the bill 
and tho petition for it do not agree with the 
advertisement published in ,tho oiEoial 
gozotto. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven moved that the com- 
mittee rise and report to tho Speaker to that 
effect, which was done. 

HORSEFLY HYDRAULIC MINING CO, 

Mr Hunter, tho order for tho second 
reading of tho Horsefly hydraulio mining 
company's bill being called, said ho thought 
tho Premier had something to say on the 
subject. 

Hon. Mr Davie said tho government 
could not agree to this bill and the similar 
one also before tho house, in their present 
shape, and as they would be nugatory 
without tho assent of the government he 
had advised the promoter to withdraw 
them. If this is done the government will 
introduce this session a bill already drawn 
giving tho companies such powers as they 
ought to have, but not tho too extensivo 
franchise asked for. 

The bill was, after diBoussiou, allowed to 
stand over in tho meantime. 

GAME PROTECTION. 

Mr. Martin moved theseoond reading of 
the bill to amend the gamo proteotion aot. 
He oxplained the exception made in the 
case of CaBsiar in tho matter of the export 
of deerskins, pointing out that as already 
Bhown by Mr. Hall it is impossible to pre- 
vent persons taking tho skins across the 
boundary into Alaska and exporting them 
from there, and the only effect of the law iB 
to prevent exportation by responsible firms 
while irresponsible persons carry on a large 
trade. 

Bill read a second time, on division, after 
diecustion. 

LINE FENCES AND WATER COURSES. 

Mr. Kitchen moved the second reading 
of the bill respecting line fences and water- 
courses, the object of which he said is 
simply to extend the provisions of tho lino 
fences aot so that they shall apply to water- 
courses. 

Bill road a second time. 

HOMESTEAD ACT. 

Mr. Kitchen moved the second reading 
of a bill to amend tho homestead act, and 
providing that tho personal property of a 
debtor to the amount of Bvo hundred dol- 
lars shall be exempt from seizure fdr debt, 
excopt for a debt contracted in respect of 
suoh identical goods or chattels. 

Hon. Mr. Davie hM he did not like 
tho way in which the bill is drawn, but 
being .in favor of tho prinoiplo he would not 
oppose tho second reading. 

Bill read a second time. 

At 1 o'clock the house roso until 2:30 
p m. 

Afternoon Session. 

The Speaker said, with reference to the 
Hall mincB bill, he had examined the notice 
given, which he found very short, and he 
considered that the bill did ask for great< r 
powers than there mentioned. Hi suggest- 
ed that it bo referred back to the private 
bills committee for suoh amendment t>s 
would make it in order. 

This bill, and also tho bill respecting tho 
Consolidated electric railway and light corn- 
piny, found some days ago tj bo bin I 
larly irregular, were thereupon referred 
bick to tho privato bills committee. 

EIRE COMPANIES' AID. 

Mr Croft moved the second reaaing o^ 
tho bill to amend tho fire companies' aid net 
so as to provido that thero shall bo payable 
to the municipal corporation tho annual 
sum of not exceeding S100 by each tiro in- 
surance company doing business in Victoria, 
in addition to the rates levied upon agents. 

Hon. Mr. BEAVEN raisod tho point that 
the aot proposed to be amended had boon 
pissed as a privato bill, an 1 had beon 
amended as a privato bill, anl could not 
now bo amended in this way. 

The Speaker said tho point was well 
takon, it not being in order for a private 
member to amend u privato act without fol- 
lowing tho procoduro laid down for privato 
bills. 

ERASER RIVER BRIDGE 

Hon. Mr. Davie presented a message 
from Hia Honor tho Lieutonant Governor 
transmitting a bill to aid the construction of 
a railway and highway traffic bridge across 
the Fraaer river at New Westminster. 

Ordered, that tho message be taken into 
consideration to-morrow. 

succession duties. 

Hov. Mr Davie moved that tho houso 
go into committee of tho whole to tako into 
onsidora io i tho bill inti u'cd "An act to 
provide for the payment of succession duties 
in certain ciBes." 

Hon. Mr Beaven procooded to argue 
the point of order already several times 
takon in similar instances, that Buch bills 
should originate by resolution in committoo 
of tho wholo. 

In committee, Mr. Croft in tho chair, it 
was stated by Hon. Mr. D kvio to bo the in- 
tontion of the Finance Minister, at tho 
jropir time, to move several reductions 
in the duties proposed to bo ohurged.

LAND ACT. 

Hon. Mb, Vernon asked lsave to intro- 
duce a bill to amend the land act. 
Bill road a first timo. 

II 0. RAILWAY act. 
The report from committee on tho bill to 



amend the B. C. railway aot was further 
considir-d, and adopted with amendments 
by Mr. Hunttr. 

redistribution bill. 

The report from oommittee on tho redis- 
tribution bill was further considered, sev- 
eral verbal amendments being made. 

Hon. Mr Davie moved that eeotion G of 
the election regulatlm aot 1889 be repealed 
and tho following substituted therefor : 

" 0. At tho final count tho returning offi- 
oer shall examine ballota rejected by_ the 
several presiding officors and shall scrutinize 
tho marked copies of the register of votora 
received from tho several deputy returning 
offisers for the purpose of ascertaining 
whether any person has voted moro than 
once, and tho decision of tho returning offi- 
cer at the final count aa to any question 
arising in respeot of any ballot papor shall 
bo final, subject to rovoraal on petition 
questioning tho election on'return." 

Motion agreed to. 

An amendment by Mr. Brown providing 
that no liquor Bhall be sold on polling day in 
any electoral district, also was agreed to. 

The report as amended was adopted, tho 
bill bsing set for third reading to-morrow. 

SUPPLEMENTARY ESTIMATES. 

Hon. Mr TuRNERpresonted a mesaago from 
His Honor tho Lieutenant-Governor trans- 
mitting further supplementary estimates for 
tho yoar ending Juno 30, 1894, and supple- 
mentary estimates for tho year ending 
Jimo 30, 1895. 

Referred to committee of supply for to- 
morrow. 

EASTER VACATION. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said it appeared from 
the state of tho order papor that it would bo 
impossible to complete tho business of the 
session before Good Friday, and ho there- 
fore asked what was the desire of tho house 
with respect to adjournment ovor tho holi- 
days. 

Mr Kitchen suggested adjournment 
from Wednesday to Tuesday. 

Mr. Smith thought that in tho interest of 
thoBo who cannot go home the adjournment 
Bhould be from Thursday to Tuesday. 

Mr. Brown said probably timo would bo 
saved in the end by giving the government 
plenty of time to look through all tho bills, 
for it was evident that they had not had 
the necessary timo lately. 

Hon. Mr Davie said ho thought Mr. 
Kitchen'a suggeation tho best. 

COUNTY COURTS ACT. 

Tho report from committee on tho county 
courtB act amendment bill was further con- 
sidered and an amendment was agreed to. 

DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE. 

On consideration of tho report on the bill 
respecting tho department of agriculture, 
Hon. Mr. Beaven moved to striko out eeo- 
tion 9, which providea that any porson muBt 
promptly anawer any questions put to him 
by the department respecting his agricul- 
tural pursuits. 

Hon. Mr. Turner spoke in support of 
the seotion, which ho thought a necessary 
one, which could not do any harm as none 
but proper questions would be asked. 

Amendment lost on division. 

Report adopted and bill read a third time 
and passed. 

B C. SOUTHERN RAILWAY. 

Hon. Mr. Davie moved tho second read- 
ing of tho bill relating to tho B. C. Southern 
Tailway, adapting tho provisions of the land 
act to the provisions of tho amending act re- 
specting the railway passed this session. 

Motion agreed to. 

NELSON & FORT SHEPPARD RAILWAY.

Bill read a second time. 

COMPANIES ACT. 

Hon. Mr. Davie moved tho aooond read- 
ing of the companies act amendment bill. 
The obj-:ct of this ia to carry out 
the intention of tho aot of 1890, which ia 
found to bo nmbiguoua, and to provido that 
the borrowing powera may bo exercised 
with tho consent of two-thirds in value of 
tho stock issued and no i of tho wholo stock 
authorized. 

CASSIAR EXPLORATION. 

Mr Grant, aa a matter of privilege, ex- 
pressed regret that in the supplementary es- 
timates just submitted provision had not 
l>2en made for further explorations in tho 
northern pirt of Caesiar, with a view to 
giving better facilities for getting goods 
into that country.

THE BRITISH DEFICIT. 

A great ado was made a few months ago 
on account of tho apprehended British 
deficit. Alarmist telegrams wore sent over 
the oablo informing us that Great Britain 
was in great ilnanoial straits — on the verge 
of bankruptcy, in faot. Thore were news- 
papers in the Dominion who did what they 
could to spread tho bod news and create a 
feeling of uneasiness on this side of the At- 
lantic Th 9 defioib was oxpooted to bo ten 
milliona of dollars, and moro fuss was made 
about it than is made about tho United 
States deficit of five times tho amount, It 
is pleasant to find that the apprehensions of 
the alarmiBta wore groundless. Trade has 
rovivod in Great Britain, and tho deficit 
will not bo half of ten millions. It has boon 
reduoed to §3,800,000-£750,000. Tho 
Chanoellor of tho Exchequer in making out 
his estimates lust year calculated upon a 
small doficlt, so at the end of the fiscal year, 
April 1, ho will not find himself so vory far 
behind hand after all. Tho revival of trade 
in Grout Britain sinco the beginning of tho 
yoar is most oheering, and it is likely to 
continue.

LET US HA VE MORE LIGHT. 

It is admitted by all intelligent men and 
all who desire to see Victoria take its proper 
place among the cities of tho Coast, that it 
should bo better lighted. It is also granted 
that its light service must bo improved 
sooner or later, that it will never do to allow 
it to remain long as it is. All who havo en 
quired into tho matter know that 
tho lighting can bo done hotter and 
oh6aper by tho city than by 
a private company. Thero is no reason 
therefore why the light by-law should not bo 
carried to-day by a largo majority. Noth 
ing is to bo gained by putting off an im 
provement that all allow is necessary, for 
two or threo years. Sinco it has to bo 
made, let it bo mado at once. The Mayor 
and Council can bo trusted to manage this 
business to the best advantage. Why wait 
any longer 1 

A LIBERAL'S OPINION. 

The Hon. Joseph Royal does not get much 
encouragement in his efforts to make Cana 
dians discontented with their condition as 
colonists and to sow dissension between men 
of different races and creeds, from tho Lib 
orals. The mention which tho Ottawa Free 
PreBe makes of him and his brochure is not 
by any means complimentary. Itsays: "Can 
adi has never produced a more arrant hum 
bug or a more selfish or unprincipled 
schemor than Joseph Royal, and his appear 
unco aa an advocate of Canadian independ 
ence as a means of remedying French Cana 
dian grievances will only bring him further 
into contempt." Thia may not bo juBt to 
Mr. R'.yal, but it proves clearly enough 
that his advocacy of independence is not 
pleasing to somo of tho Liberals of tho Do- 
minion. 

COLLAPSED. 

The English Radicals who, when Lord 
Rosebery was appointed Premier, were so 
indignant, and who protested bo loudly 
against submitting to tho leadership of a 
lord, collapsed with wonderful rapidity, and 
quietly and submissivoly foil into lino. 
Harold Frederic, tho very clover London 
correspondent of tho Now York Times, thus 
comments on the sudden chango of attf 
tudo : 

Thia email knot of now loaders havo next 
to nothing to fear from organized antagon 
him by English Radicals. Ton days ago I 
wrote a dis-patoh describing tho situation as 
it stood a few hours after Gladstone finally 
declared ho waa going to resign. I wroto it 
at a table within sound of the voices of a 
score of Radical members who were confid- 
ent they could apeak for twice aa many col- 
lengues.ull vying ono with another in tho pas- 
sionato desire to show their resontment at a 
peer having been forced upon them as 
Premier. To hour them talk you would 
have thoueht that tho Rosobory Ministry 
could not survive the first day of tho now 
session. To-day you would look for theBO 
bold gentlemen in vain. Ono may count on 
the fingors of a hand all that remain who 
daro express an ovon qualified dissent. 

The cracking of tho party whip has a 
wonderful influence over tho ordinary 
Radical. Ho knows that his standing in tho 
party and his chances of political prefer- 
ment depend upon obodionco to tho com- 
mandu of hia loader, and it io astonishing 
how quickly he ooola down when he finds 
that tho loader is determinod to follow tho 



ACCUMULATIONS OF CAPITAL. 

Although times aro getting better in somo 
countries and business shows signs of re- 
vival capital is still timid. There is no 
want of monoy in tho groat business centres 
of tho world, but thero is still a want of that 
ooufidonco which is necessary to oauae 
m;>ney to circulato readily. Tho Now York 
Evening Post publishes somo statistics 
which show that tho accumulation of idle 
money is a faot as goneral aa tho dcpiession 
of trade. It observes that tho Bupply of 
ooin of tho Bank of England has increased, 
since the beginning of the yoar, $20,000,000, 
that of tho Bank of Germany $1S,500,000, 
and that of tho Bank of France $5,000,000. 
Up to tho first of February tho New York 
city banka had gained $42,000,000; and 
although $40,000,000 wero paid out thero 
for the Government bond subscription, the 
bank statement still shows a greater reserve 
than it did at the close of December. 

The consequouco of those groat accumula- 
tions of capital is that tho rate of interest is 
low. But in spite of the low interest bor 
rowers of the right sort are fow. Enterprise 
seems to bo almoab as timid us capital. No ono 
appears tobeyet sure in tho United States that 
the depression has reached its lowest point. 
The uncertainty with rospeot to tariff legis- 
lation and distrust as to the effect of the 
ourrency measures of Congress have evi- 
dently had the effect of prolonging the de 
prcBBion. The 'anomalies of the crisis still 
continue in the United States. The necoE 
saries of life are abundant and cheap, money 
ia plonty and tho rato of interest is low, 
yot business continues very dull and thous 
ands upon thousands of the working class 
are suffering for want of employment. 

ONE OF THE NECESSITIES. 

Ono of tho great needs of tho day in every 
civilized country is education in politics 
Many branches of knowlodge aro taught in 
schools and colleges which have little or no 
direct bearing on tho business of life and 
tho woll-being of the commonwealth, but 
instruction in political science, which is re 
quired by every man who exercises tho 
righto and privileges of a citizsn, and which 
is absolutely nooeBBary to the good govern- 
ment and the prosperity of a country, ia 
altogether neglooted. Not only thia, but 
politics — " the eoionco of government : that 
part of ethica which has to do with tho 
legislation and government of a nation or 
state, the preservation of its safety, peace 
and prosperity, tho defence of its existence 
and rights against foreign control or con 
queut, tho augmentation of its strength and 
resources, and the protection of its citizenB 
in their rights, with the preservation and 
improvement of their morals"— ia oatcnta 
tioualy contemned by persons who c^il 
themsolves scholars, and who wish to bo 
looked upon by their fellow citizens as pos 
sessing superior intelligence. This is a most 
serious mistake, and one which has pro 
dnced and is producing, in thia and other 
countries, the moat deplorable cocao 
quencoa. In States possessing popular con 
atitutiona, citizens are called upon to choose 
tho men who aro to direct tho affairs of tho 
country. How can they do thia intelli- 
gently, and for thoir own good, unless tboy 
possess some knowledge of tho principles of 
politics, as defined above? How are thoy 
to distinguish wiso measures from unwise 
measures, sound social and economical 
theories from unsound ones, those 
that are beneficial from thoso that are per 
nioious, unless they havo somo pro-kuowledgo 
on which to baso an opinion. Kuowledgo of 
politics doea not como by intuition any 
more than knowledge of agriculturo or navi 
gation, 

Any ono who reads the newspapers of tho 
day at all intelligently must see how neeos 
sary it ia for tho averogo voter to have somo 
knowledge of what has boon found to bo 
moat conducivo to tho welfare of Statea, In 
overy country politioal dootrinoa aro being 
taught by aolf-conBtitutod teaohors which, 
if adopted and reduced to praotico, will 
effoct tho most serious ohangca in the gov 
ernment of nations and even in tho consti- 
tution of «ociety itsolf . Wo find those proaoh- 
ors of strange doctrines making converts, 
and these oonvorts aro, by their votes, 
elovating to power men who aro 
plodged to do their best to have 
thoir principles embodied in tho laws of 
the land. In our own country wo find men 
who aro endoavoring to persuade their fellow- 
oitizona that tho welfare of the people will 
bo promoted by proscribing porsons who 
diffor from thorn in roligioua belief. And, 
strange as it may appear, theao sowers of 
religious discord havo succeeded in making 
oonvorta and in forming au organization 
v/hioh counts ita mombciB by tho thousand. 



Then the leading question before the people, 
Free Trudo and Froteotion, requlrea for its 
intelligent discussion a knowlodge of the 
principles of a Boience tho nature and 
scope of which are not understood even 
by men who aro said to bo educated. 
We find presented to the people in theBO 
days socialism in its different forma. 
The relations between capital and labor 
are tho themo of disousaion in our 
Legislature, on tho public platform 
and in private circles. It is of the 
first importance that the electors, Tom, 
Dick and Harry, should be in a position to 
come to correot and rational conclusions on 
thoso subjects. The future welfaro of our 
own and every other country depends upon 
the deoisions they arrive at and the action 
they take. Thoso and other questions are 
to-day mooted In all civilized communities. 
Ono has only to read the platforms of the 
different partica, tho conatitutions of poli- 
tical associations, and the resolutions car- 
ried at public meetings to see how important 
it is that tho men who vote should receive 
tho elements, at loaBt, of a souud politioal 
education. If they aro nob instructed they 
aro liablo to bocomo tho dupes of political 
quacks and tho victims of political 
schemers. 

It may bo said that tho political oduoa- 
tion of nations is continually going on and 
that they aro learning by experience— often 
very dearly bought. So they are, and tho 
prico they sometimes pay for their experi- 
ence is torriblo to contemplate. The 
blundoro that communities and olasses make 
whilo learning tho lesaon of experience arcL 
costly in tho extreme. Instruction imparted 
by tho right persons ut tho right timo 
would prevent many of thoso blunders and 
savo tho people groat lots and much 
aufferiug. 

MS. STEAD'S CONCLUSIONS. 

Mr. Stead has given to tho world tho re 
suit of hia observations in Chicago. Thoy 
aro not complimentary. Ho saw much to 
condemn in tho condition of that groat city — 
social, moral and municipal- and hia criti- 
cisms aro couched in very plain English. 
Ho was Btruck, too, by tho want of elaa- 
ticity in the institutions of the United 
States and tho little influence which the 
people oxeroiao over ita Government. This 
is part of what he said on thia subject : 

Outsido of Russia this (tho United States) 
ia the most monarchical country in the 
world. It is governed by a dead hand in 
the form of a constitution which is nothing 
moro or less than Georgo tho Third of Eng- 
land. Why, in England we have only one 
real power — tho House of Commons. Here 
you have threo — tho President, Senate and 
Houeo of Representatives. Here you have 
no means of legislating if one of your three 
powers proves obstreperous. Russia is the 
only country where the people have leBS 
power than hero. In England if the pooplo 
vote for something they got it. Hero they 
must do it two or throo times before you be- 
lievo they mean it. 

Thero ia a groat deal of truth in this. 
Nearly seventeen months ago thn people of 
the United States signified a second timo by 
a largo majority that they did not approve 
of h'gh protection, and that they wanted 
the tariff revised. That revision haa not 
yot been made, and it does not appear juat 
at thia moment as if it would be made. 
Throo years ago Inst November tho Amer- 
ican people signified tho same desire at tho 
polls, but thoir well understood wishes were 
ignored by the President and tho Senate. 
Ac tho presidential election they expressed 
tho same desire in a more emphatic way, 
Thero have been two asssiona of Congress 
since then, and the third ia now going on. 
Yet tho mandate of tho peoplo has not been 
obeyed. In England or in Canada the 
change which tho peoplo demanded would 
have been mado as soon aa possible 
after tho election of 1890. Tho majority 
in tho House of Representatives would have 
carried all beforo it and tho peoplo would 
have been spared the doubt and uncertainty 
which has been productive of so much harm. 
Thero can bo no doubt that Mr. Stoad is 
right in the estimate he has mado of tho in- 
fluence which the people of tho United 
Statea exercise over tho legislation of their 
country. Their will can be thwarted with 
impunity by a self-willed President, and by 
a mercenary and factious party in the 
Senate.

A number of sympathising friends at-

On opening his establishment yesterday

Contrition and 
the restitution of tho money followed and 
the owner satisfied at tho recovery of his 
property waa content to allow the matter 
to drop, but the police having taken the 
case up will not bo so easily satisfied of it 
and an arrest is likely to be made.

It 
BeemB that the magistrate at Alert Bay 
never sent a warrant down with tho prison- 
ers, consequently tho provincial authorities 
could not hold them in custody, and have 
simply been looking after them till they 
could bo returned homo. Tho officor who 
brought the Indians to Victoria is not to 
blame in the matter, aa ho happened to be 
on the steamer when Bho called at Alert 
Bay, and the priaoncrs wore handed over to 
hia keeping by the local constable. Even if 
there wus u warrant, there waa not sufficient 
evidence to justify tho authoritiea hero in 
keeping tho Indians in custody.

Thoro aro a largo 
number of young men in this city and through- 
out tho Province who would eagerly embrace 
Buch nn opportunity of advancing their educa- 
tion, to whom tho oxponao of living thousands 
of miles away from homo ronders, at prosent. 
such advancement Impossible ThOBO young 
mon would gladly repair to Vancouvor to fin- 
ish their education whon tho ond in view waa 
a degreo In Arts. Moroovor, intonding settlors 
would, other things being equal, profer taking 
up their residence in Vancouvor, whoro thoy 
could hopo to securo a really llrst-olasa educa- 
tion for thoir children. Vlotoria High scnool 
would then becomo a feeder for tho Vancouver 
High Bchool, while tho lattor estAbllahmont 
would bo gradually forming tho nucloua of an 
independent nnlvoroity. 

Wo aro euro that you, gontlomon, represent- 
ing tho ratopayora of this city, will agreo with 
ua in thinking that Victoria ought not to allow 
horsolf to bo surpassed in educational matters 
by Vancouvor. Victoria has hitherto pos- 
sessed tho premier High school of tho Pro- 
vlnco ; but. should Vancouvor bo successful in 
•attiining tho very desliablo object of nfllliat- 
ing her High school with MoQill, or any othor 
Can-idian university, while Victoria remains 
contented with aiTaira aa thoy aro ntpreaont, it 
ia beyond doubt that tho Victoria High school 
would necessarily then take a second poi-it'.on. 
While confldont that tho intarcsts of education 
in Victoria will not suitor in your hinds, wo 
yet fool it to bo our duty to point out to you 
rho conacquoncoa of not keoplng paco with 
Vancouver in the mattor In quoation, and to 
respectfully suggest that you endeavor to sc.

It may bo that thoy uro 
bettor paid, but wo cannot boo how that streets 
tho question, unleaa wo aro to suppose that tho 
zeal of teachers is in direct proportion to their 
remuneration. As to the groator efficiency of 
tho Vancouvor stair, wo muat recognizo that 
tho possession of llvo toachors for 121 pupils in 
actual attondance.aB compared with s ictoria'a 
four tenchera for 13!) pupila in actual attend- 
ance, gives Vancouvor an advantage Put tho 
abortion mado by tho deputation of tho Indivi- 
dual superiority of their toachor3 requires tho 
proof of roeults to render it of any vaiuo. Such 
a ttatemont can only bo conllrmod or denied by 
tho Department of Kducation, and wo hnvo 
beon assured by the Superintendent that 
noithor ho nor hia lnspootors havo ovor Insti- 
tuted any comparison betwoon tho High 
schools of thla provlnco, and novor pormltted 
the principal of one High echool to seo tho io- 
suits of tho semiannual examinations of 
another High school. We had no data for 
either afflruiingor denying tho superiority of 
tho Vane , uver at ■•IT Thoy claim to bo "special- 
lata," and so, no doubt, thoy aro. Hut all that 
ia meant, by tho phrase is that oach of their 
teachers oxcela in ono particular subjoct. We, 
with equal right, lay claim to tho same desig- 
nation, although it Is found necessary, in Vic- 
toria H gh Bchool, amid so many subjocto, that 
each teacher should givo Instruction in several 
subjects besides hia or hor own spoclalty or pot 
subject. Wo beg to bo pardoned for making 
audi a long digression on thia subjoct, but wo 
think that to pass over unquestioned such a 
statement as that mndo by tho deputation 
about tho supoilority of their toachors would 
be tantamount to atknowledging its truth. 

Should tho Victoria High school bo affiliated 
with an Kas'orn univorslty (and it would ho 
Important that Vancouvor and Victoria should 
bo affiliated with dlll'oiont Universities that 
pupils might have a choice) wo bog to assure 
you that oven with our present stall' wo are 
quito prepared to undertake tho duties that 
would ho thon imposed upon us A schomo 
has been drawn up by tho principal, (tho de- 
tails of which would be out of placo here) 
which wi'l ho submitted to you at a futuro 
pi-riod, Wo may atato, however, that nil the 
examinations for matriculation, etc.. would 
bo conducted by tho alllliatlng cuivoralty. 
The composition, number, or pay of tho Hiuh 
Bchool stair would, conacquontly. bo of no In- 
terest to tho University, which would only 
demand that the pupila reach a certain degreo 
ot ellleiency to ho Judged by papers Bet and 
examined by Its own professors, and oiitrusted, 
whon in Victoria, to tho chargo of eonio re- 
sponBiblo supervisor oloctod by tho univoreity. 

In conclusion wo respectfully bog you to oo 
so good as" to boo that Vancouver High school 
roceivo from tho Legislature no privileges that 
cannot also he granted to Victoria ; to tako Into 
consideration the benoilts that would nccruo to 
tho city and to tho Province should a moasure 
of univoreity teaching bo introduced into our 
High aohoola ; and, should it appoar good to 
you to do so, to request from tho Legislature, 
by deputation to minislurs or otherwise, in- 
corporation for our High school so that by 
affiliation w'th somo Univoreity, it may oxtond 
its sphoro of usefulness, and maintain tho posi- 
tion it hus hitherto hold among tho High 
schools of tlia Provlnco.

A BY-LAW 

For roiBing tho aum of §55,000 for lighting 
purposes. 

Wni!REAB, Tho present lighting system of 
tho City of Victoria Is Insufficient, it Is oxpodl- 
ont and necessary to construct and oporate 
works for supplying tho inhabitants of tho 
Municipality of tho City of Viotoria with oloo- 
trie light, and for that purposo to raise, by way 
of loan upon tho credit of tho said city, tho sum 
of 855,000 ; 

And Whereas, It wl'l rcquiro tho sum of 
$2,835.38 to bo raised annually by rate for tho 
paymont of such now debt and lntorost ; 

And Whereas, Tho wholo ratablo land and 
improvements or real proporty of tho said Cor- 
poration of tho City of Victoria according to • 
tho last rovlscd aBsoasmont roll for tho yoar 
1893, is 818,511,112; 

And Whereas, It will requlro an annual 
rito of 10-100 of ono mill in tho dollar for paying ! 
such now dobt and intorest ; 

Be it Therefore Enaoted by tho Muni- 
cipal Council of tho Corporation of the City 
of Viotoria as follows : 

Sec. 1. It shall bo lawful for tho Mayor of tho 
Corporation of tho City of Victoria to borrow 
upon tho oredit of tho said Corporation by way 
of tho dobonturcs horoinaftor montionod, from 
anyperaon or porsons, body or bodies corpo- 
rate, who may bo willing to advance tho samo 
aa a loan, a sum of money not oxceoding in tho 
wholo tho sum of 855.000 curroncy (or etorling 
monoy, at tho rato of 1.803 dollara to tho ono 
pound sterling), and to causo nil such sums so 
raised or rocolvod to bo paid into tho hands of ' 
tho Troasurer of tho said Corporation, for tho 
purposo and with tho object horolnboforo re- 
cited. 

Sec. 2. It shall b3 lawful for tho Bald Mayor 
to causo any numborof dobonturcs to bo mado, 
executed and issued for Buch sums as may bo 
required, not oxcoedicg, however, tho sura of 
855,000 oithcr in curronoy (or Bterling money 
at the rato of 1 803 dollars to tho ono pound 
aterllnR) as may bo required, each of tho Bald 
debentures being of tho amount of 81,000 or its ■ 
sterling equivalent at tho rato aforesaid, and 
all such debentures shall bo sealed with tho 
Foal of tho Corporation and Bigned by tha ■ 
Mayor thereof. 

Soc. 3. Tho said dobonturcs shall boar dato 
tho 1st day of May, 1831, and shall bo mado 
poyablo in fifty years from tho Bald date at 
euch placo either in Great Britain, tho United 
Statea of America, or tho Dominion of Canada, 
as may bo designated thereon, and shall havo 
attached to them coupons for tho paymont of 
intorest, and tho signatures to tho intorest 
coupons may bo oilhor writton, stamped, 
printed or lithographed. 

See. I, Tho said dobonturcs shall boar inter- 
est nt tho rato of lh per cent, per annum from 
tho dato thoreof, which Interest ehall bo pay- 
able half-yearly at such place, elthor In Great 
Britain, tho United Statos of America, or tho 
Dominion of Canada, as may bo oppressed in 
tho dobentures and coupons. 

Sec 5. It shall bo lawful for tho said Mayor ' 
to causo tho Bald dobenturea and tho interest 
coupons, either or both, to bo mado payable at 
such placo, eithor in Great Britain, tho United 
States, or tho Dominion of Canada, aa may bo 
desirod. 

Sec. 0. For tho purposo of raising annually a 
certain specific sum for tho payment of tho la» 
terest on tho sild debentures during their cur- 
rency, thoro shall ba raised annually the sum 
of §2,175, and for tho purposo of rafsing 
annually a certain specific sum for tho pay- ■ 
montof tho dobt at maturity, thoro shall be 
raised annually tho sum of 8300.38. 

Seo. 7. For tho purposo of paymont of tho 
said Bums In tho noxt preceding paragraph 
mentioned, there shall bo raised and lovied in 
each year a rato of 10-100 of ono mill in tho 
dollar on all tho ratablo land or Improve- 
montaor real proporty in tho municipality of 
tho said corporation of tho City of Victoria 
dtiring tho continuanco of tho said debentures 
or any of them, 

Sec. 8. That it shall bo lawful for tho said 
Municipal Council from tlmo to timo to pur- 
chase any of tho said debentures, and such 
debentures shall be bo exprcssod aa to cntitlo- 
the said Council to redeem and purchase the 
Bamo on paying tho amount thereof and tho 
interest duo thereon at tho dato of Buch pur- 
chase, to tho holdo. - or holdors thereof, at any 
timo after twenty-flvo years from tho dato of 
Issuanco of tho said dobenturos. 

Sec. 0. Thia by-law shall, boforo tho final 
passage thereof, rocoivo tho assent of tho 
olectors of tho said Corporation In tho manner 
provided for in tho Municipal Ac% 18M, and 
amendments thoreto, and ahall tako oflect on 
tha 1st day of May, 1831. 

Seo. 10, This By-Law may bo cited for all 
purposes as tha "Electric Lighting By-Law, 
1891."

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THE C. P.E. ASSESSMENTS 



Set 



Aside by the Full Court 
Having: Been Illegally 
Made. 



Important Decision Bendered Yester- 
day—An Interesting- Point in 
Kailway Taxation. 



Judgment was given in the Full court yes- 
terday in tho long pending and important 
appeal case of the Canadian Paoifio Company 
vs. the Queen, in which the appellants re- 
sisted the taxation placed upon their line in 
this Province, as real estate, on tho ground 
that it was over assessed, tho total valuation 
being placod at about 52,500,000. It will 
be noticed that tho aasessmoDt was thrown 
out on quite another ground from that stated 
in the appoal. The caso was heard before 
Justices Crease, Walkem and Drake, and 
the following judgmont, which very oloarly 
sets out tho case, was rendered by Mr. Jus- 
tice Walkem : 

March 19, 1894. 
This is an appeal by tho Canadian Paoifio 
Railway Company from an assessment made 
for tho fiscal year 1892 by the Court of Re- 
vision — tho contention of tho company being 
that their railway has been excessively 
taxed. 

It is a well established rulo of law, both 
in the English and American courts, that 
Tax Acts are to bo construed strictly and, 
whore doubt arises, in favor of tho subject. 
In tho cuso of tho Attorney-General v. Part- 
ington (L R. 4, E. and I. app. 122) Lord 
Cairns observes : "If tho person sought to be 
taxed cornea within the lettor of tho law he 
must bo taxed, however great the hardship 
may appear to tho judicial mind to bo. On 
tho other hand, if tho Crown, seeking to re- 
cover the tax, cannot bring tho subject 
within tho letter of the law, tho Bubject iB 
free, however apparently within tho spirit 
of the law tho cise might otherwise appear 
to bo. In other words, if there bo admissi- 
ble, in any statuto, what is called an equit- 
able construction, cortainly such a eors'.ruc- 
tion is not admissible in a taxing statuto, 
where you oan simply adhere to the words 
of the statuto." Moreover, "if," as Lord 
Eiher states, "tho words of an act are clear, 
you must follow them, oven though they 
lead to a manifest absurdity."— [Reg v. tho 
Judge of the City of London Court, 1 Q. B. 
• (1S92) 290. 

Such being the law applicable to our 
Assessments Act, tho question as to whether 
excessive taxation has taken place or not 
becomes unimportant, for although tho 
appellants' railway is within tho taxing pro- 
visions of tho Act, still it has not been 
brought within tho letter of tho Act in the 
process of taxation. In other words, tho 
railway has been taxed on a principle of 
valuation wholly diSoront from that pre- 
scribed by the Legislature in section 24 of 
the Aot, and therefore on a wrong and illegal 
principle. That section declares that " Real 
and personal property shall be estimated at 
their actual cash valuo as thoy would be 
appraised in payment of a just debt from a 
solvent debtor." Tho rule or principle thus 
laid down is clearly stated. No 
deviation from it is permissible, fur 
the language of the Legislature is 
imperative. But in the present case it has 
teen deviatod from, inasmuch as tho Court 
of Revision baBcd tho assessment In ques- 
tion, not on any estimate equivalent to an 
appraisal mado for the satistaction of a debt 
duo by the appellants, but on tho coat of 
material and labor used in tho construction 
of the railway. This was, no doubt, duo to 
the fact that tho valuation or appraisement 
required by the section was found to bo im- 
practicable. At I'll events, thiB has been our 
experience, for none of the railway engineers 
who were examined before ua would, when 
asked to do so, venture to give an opinion 
as to what would be a fair valuation of the 
railway as if appraised in payment of a 
debt. It was proved that the railway was 
not self-sustaining, and that its valuo to the 
appellants consisted in its being port of their 
transcontinental lino. It was also shown 
that if it wore severed from that line for 
the purposes of sale its assessable value, or, 
in other words, what it would fetch, would 
altogether dppend upon whether satisfac- 
tory arrangements of an inter-tniflio char- 
acter on tho severed lines could bo made by 
an intending purchaser with tho appellants. 
In view of these circumstances, tho engineers 
referred to had no hesitation in Btating that 
a valuation according to the statute was im- 
practicable. It is hardly necessary to add 
that this difficulty could of itself confer no 
power on the Court of Revision to substi- 
tute the principle of valuation it followed 
for the principle laid down in tho statute. 
Such a power could only bo conferred 
by the Legislature. Tho assessment by 
that Court having been illegally mado must 
bo set aBido and accordingly can- 
celled on the assessment roll by 
the officer who haB charge of it. The 
appellantB, although successful, are not, in 
my opinion, entitled to tho costs of this 
appeal, as they wero parties to tho mistake 
that occurred in tho Court of Revision, and 
as they failed there, as they have dono here, 
to take tho legal point on which tho case 
now turns. Our decision, it may bo well to 
mention, does not affect tho appellants' 
branch lino to Okanagan, as its assessment 
has not been appealed from. 

Apart from all this, a careful considera- 
tion shows that, independently of tho rail- 
way in question, which occupies, as will be 
evident, an exceptional position, section 24 
cannot be practically applied to a railway. 
Tho valuo of a railway, for instance, de- 
pends on its earnings, and if thoso earnings 
fall short of profits, it is obvious that no 
sane person would purchase it, nor would 
a creditor accept it in satisfac- 
tion of hia debt, howevor email, 
as it would prove to be an incumbrance in- 
stead of an asset. It would, therefore, on 
appraisal, bo necessarily estimated as value- 
less and, henco, be unassessable on tho prin- 
ciple laid down in tho seotion. Besides, 
profits or losses aro not the standard of 
assessable values contemplated by tho seo- 
tion. Wero it otherwise, tho railway I 
have inBtnncod would, as I havo said, bo 
free; tho dwelling house in which no profits 
aro made would also escapo ; while tho shop 
or wholesale establishment in which largo 
profits happen to bo made would bo unduly 
taxed. 

During tho argument of this appoal, 
reference was mado by oounBol to Ontario 
legislation with respect to tho taxation of 
railways, and to cases decided under it by 
tho Ontario courts. Prom the viow wo hove 
been obliged to take of our own legislation, 
that reference was of no assistance to us; 
but it was of service in showing that an 
equitable systom of taxing railways prevails 
there, and heneo is practicable. Whether 
it should be adopted hero or not is, of 
course, a question of legislative policy. In 
any event, the present inefficient Bystom 
obviously requires a change."

Respecting the Management and Expendi- 
ture of the Bovenue and Money be- 
longing to tho Corporation : 

Tho Municipal Council of tho Corporation of 
tho City of Victoria onaols as follows : 

Seo. 1. It shall bo lawful for tho Treasurer to 
pay from timo to time tho amounts which bo- 
como necessary for tho aorvlces montioncd in 
tho Statement lettered A In tho schedulo horo- 
to annexed. 

Seo. 2. It shall bo lawful for tho Treasurer to 
pay from timo to timo aueh Bums of money as 
are named as bolng payable to tho representa- 
tives of tho Corporation niontioned in tho 
Statemont lottorod B In tho schedulo horoto 
annexed : Provided that tho sums in eaoh oaao

Soc. 7. All requisitions for authority from tho 
Council to incur a pecuniary liability, or to 
mnko an application for or a paymont of 
monoy, or for tho issuanco of a warrant to 
nuthorizo tho paymont of a sum of money, arc 
first to receivo an endorsement from tho 
Auditor that tho funds are or will bo on hand, 
and aro unappropriated, and aro available to 
moet tho proposed expenditure out of tho 
municipal revonuo for tho then current year, 
or out of monoy obtained under authority of 
aub -section 131 of section 101 of tho "Municipal 
Act, 1892," or out of monoy oatained by tho 
issue of debentures for tho purposo appliod for, 
nnd aro to recolvo the recommendation of tho 
Mayor, and are to havo tho approval of nt least 
two of tho members of tho Standing Committoo 
on Kinanco by their endorsement thereon, be- 
fore being considered by tho Council. 

All checks drawn on a haDk for paymont of 
funds bolonging to tho Corporation nro to bo 
signed by tho Treasurer and by tho Auditor, 
and countersigned by tho Mayor of tho City, 
beforo payment.
